Washington, September 15.—Mem- 
bers of the senate committee on in- 
terstate.commerce, which is consid- 
ering the Cummins railroad bill, 
have “their back up” on the anti- 
strike provisions of the measure and 
are determined to fight for it in 
the senate. It was learned today 
that every member of the commit- 
tee, with the possible exception of 
Senator LaFollette, of Wisconsin, 
favors the compulsory arbitration 
feature on the ground that this is- 
gue must be met sooner or later an 
that the proper time is the present. 

The full committee is considering 
the Cummins bill which was draft- 
ed by a subcommittee, the members 
of which were unanimous in favor 
of the anti-strike provision. Sever- 
al members of the committee, who 
were inclined to the view that the 
provision was too radical under the 
present "industrial situation, are 
said to have been swayed by the 
police strike in Boston to the posi- 
tive view that there are some class- 
es of employees who should, in the 
public interest, submit their griev- 
ances to arbitration instead of re- 


sorting to the more violent methods | 


of strike. 

It is expected that the issue will 
‘be fought this week when repre- 
' gentatives of the railroad brother- 
hoods appear before the committee 
fn opposition to compulsory arbitra~- 
tion. The protest of the railroad 
men was outlined Saturday in a 
statement issued from the Plumb 
league headquarters maintaining 
that the anti-strike provision of the 
' Cummins bill sounded the doom of 
organized labor in the United States. 

Members of the committee take 
the position that the country must 
be protected by law from a possible 
demoralization of the railroads by a 
strike and insist that the railroad 
men must submit their grievances 
to a tribunal on which they have 
adequate representation. 

Power of Gompoers. 

Senator Thomas, democrat, of 
Colorado, a member of the commit- 
tee, in a speech in the senate today 
referring to the Boston strike said 
rioting had subsided there “not be- 
cause of the mobilization of mili- 
tary forces, but because the presi- 
dent of the American Federation of 

Labor requested it.” 

“The little finger of Mr. Gompers 
has proved,” Senator Thomas said, 
“aes thick as the loins of the com- 
monwealth, for instantly his request 
was. transmitted to the striking po- 
licemen, they offered to return to 
work and to the resumption of their 
duties as peace officers, provided 
they could be reinstated. That re- 
quest was denied by the governor of 
the state, and properly so. 

“The police commissioner of the 
city of Boston is appointed by the 
governor, and responsible only to 
him. The mayor has no control over 
the police commissioner or the po- 
lice department except in the mat- 
ter of salaries, in which he has con- 
current responsibility with the com- 
missioner. Therefore, the riotous 
sondition which immediately suc- 
éeeded the voluntary suspension of 
duty by the members OF the police 
force required executive action, and 
that action has been, up to this 
time, prompt, efficient and com- 
mendable. The governor of Massa- 
chusetts, an American-born citizen, 
has measured up to the standard of 
the mayor of Seattle, a ppreretinse 
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citizen.” | 
Frelinghuysen Bill. 

Senator Frelinghuysen, repub- 
lican, of New Jersey, today intro- 
duced a bill creating a feedral trans- 
portation board to supervise the re- 
organization of the railroads along 
lines laid down in the measure. He 
proposed that within five years the 
railroads be reorganized into re- 
gional competitive companies, the 
federal transportation board and the 
railroad companies to make plans 
for this reorganization. 

The board should be composed of 
five members, at salaries of $22,000 
a year, named by the president, 

serving ten years. It would have all 
er to familiarize itself\with af- 
fairs of railroad companies, and re- 

rt annually to congress. It would 
Eewelop a “properly articulated sys- 
tem of rail, 
transportation.” 

National railroad companie3: would 
be organized to manage the roads, 
each such company to have 12 di- 
rectors, two chosen by the em- 
ployees, eight by the stockholders 
and two by the stockholders from 
persons nominated by the transpor- 
tation board.

PARTY ARE KILLED 


Ben F. Allen, of Cleve- 
land Plain Dealer, Dead, 
and Robert T. Small 
Painfully Injured in Au- 
tomobile Accident. 


Portland, Ore. September 15. 
Ben F. Allen, of The Cleveland Plain 
Dealer, member of President Wil- 
son’s party, and James R. Patterson, 
of Portland, Ore., were killed and 
two other newspaper men injured, 
in an automobile collision on the 
Columbia highway this afternoon, 
while the presidential party was re- 
turning to Portland from a tour 
over the highway. 

The injured are Robert T. Small, 
Philadelphia Public Ledger, and 
Stanley Reynolds, Washington cor- 
respondent of The Baltimore Sun, 
and Arthur D. Sullivan, a Portland 
news writer. The extent of Mr. 
Small’s injuries had,not been as- 
certained at the hospital where he 
was taken, but friends said they 
were not considered serious. Rex 
nolds suffered a broken shoulder. 

Mr. Patterson was driving the au- 
tomobile. He had volunteered his 
services to assist in taking care of 
the presidential party here today. 
The others were occupants of the 
Patterson machine. Witnesses said 
Patterson was trying to regain the 
position his automobile had lost in 
line. 

It was 17 automobiles back from 
the automobile bearing President 
and Mrs, Wilson. While Patterson 
was attempting to regain his posi- 
tion in line, a spectator’s automo- 
bile is said to have crossed ahead of 
him and in trying to avoid this car 
his machine struck another and 
overturned. 


SMALL CONTINUES 
WITH PARTY. 
(By Constitution Leased Wire) 

Washington, September 15.—Rob- 
ert T. Small, the Public Ledger-Con- 
stitution correspondent, covering 
President Wilson’s swing around the 
circle, wired The Ledger this after- 
noon as follows: 

“Slightly cut and bruised in auto- 
mobile accident, but otherwise all 
right. I am continuing with party 
and hope to resum® writing within a 
few days.” 

Mr. Small, one of the best-known 
newspaper men in the United States, 
has been head of the Washéfigton 
bureau of The Philadelphia Public 
Ledger since March, 1918. Prior to 
that time Mr. Small was connected 
with the Associated Press for four- 
teen years, the last two of which he 
spent in Europe. 

During his first year abroad Mr. 
Small served as American newspa- 
per representative with the British 
army, in which capacity he succeed- 
ed Major Frederick Palmer. During 
1916-17 he was in the most impor- 
tan campaigns on the British front, 
and his battle stories won favorable 
comment in this country and Eu- 
rope. 

On August 1, 1917, Mr. Small left 
the British forces and joined Gen- 
eral Pershing’s headquarters, where 
he remained during the formative 
period of the American army on 
French soil. He returned to Amer- 
ica in November, 1917, and became 
acting chief of the news department 
of the Associated Press, in charge 
of both foreign and domestié news 
service. 

He remained in this position until 
he joined the staff of The Public 
Ledger. 


CHANGES DELAYED 
N TRAFFIC LAWS 


Council First Tables Or- 
dinance, and Then Votes 
to Send It to New Spe- 
cial Committee. 


Within five minutes’ time city 
council assumed two positions’ on 
the proposed new traffic ordinance 
presented to it Monday afternoon, 
first voting 18 to 10 to table the 
ordinance, then reconsidered its ac- 
tion, took the paper from the table 
and sent it to a new special com- 
mittee of three to be appointed by 
the mayor pro tem. He named on 
the committee Councilman A. J. 
Orme, Councilman J. R. Nutting and 
Alderman Harvey Hatcher. 

Since much publicity and study 
had been given the ordinance, and 
as introduced Monday it had the 
unanimous sanction of the members 
of the ordinance committee, the po- 
lice committee and the board of 
firemasters, after a number of pub- 
lic hearings, such pronounced op- 
position was unexpected. The sur- 
prise was all the greater as the or- 
dinance was by no means drastic. 

The most radical changes it con- 


tained were a section creating a 
“congested business district,” which

Police- 
men on the morning watch went 
on their beats without disorder 
after refusing an informal re- 
quest to turn in their union 
cards...There was no _ request 
made for the firemen to relin- 
quish union membership. It is 
expected that the official de- 
mands will be made today. 


Macon, Ga., September 15.—On the 
heels of the unconditional surrender 
of 2,000 textile workers and their 
agreement to return to work as soon 
as the mills reopen, police &nd fire- 
men tonight defied the order of the 
civil service commissioners that 
their unions must be dissolved at 
once, 

Chief of Police Warren McWiIl- 
liams, who was promoted on Satur- 
day when Chief Bowden resigned, 
declared that the policemen who re- 
ported off duty at midnight would 
be ordered to turn in their badges 
or their union cards, Bowden was 
accused of sitting with the strikers 
during last week’s rioting. 

Former service men, many of 
whom were members of the Rain- 
bow. division, were ready to protect 
the city, it was announced.

EARLY STRENGTH TEST 
NOT THOUGHT LIKELY 


When It Comes It Will 

Be on Amendment to 
Give United States as 
Many Votes as Great 
Britain--Lodge Procures 
Austrian Treaty and 
Presents to Senate.

Washington, September 15.—The 
treaty of peace with Germany, pre- 
sented to the senate by President 
Wilson on July 10, became today 
the “pending busisess” of the sen- 
ate, but signs abounded that it is 
not the purpose of the treaty oppo- 
nents, who are in the majority, to 
accord the instrument anything 
other than the “calm and deliber- 
ate consideration” for which the up- 
per house of congress is noted. 

Actual consideration of the treaty 
became a teehnical fact when Sena- 
tor Lodge called it up at 2 o’clock 
this afternoon, but after it had 
been debated by two senators it 
was displaced for a currency bill 
on motion of Senator Hoke Smith, 
of Georgia, who is regarded as an 
advocate of reservations. 

The perfunctory discussion inci- 
dent to the opening of the long- 
fawaited treaty fight gave unmis- 
takable evidence of the determina- 
tion of both factivus in the senate 
to contest every point. Senator 
Lodge as leader of the treaty oppo- 
nents and Senator Hitchcock, the 
administration spokesman, engaged 
in two tilts on the floor. 

Raised Vociferous Objection. 

Senator Hitchcock, supported by 
Senator Williams, of Mississippi. 
raised vociferous objection to the 
reading of the text: of the Austrian 
treaty, which Senator Lodge offered 
in the senate with the explanation 
that it had been presented to him 
by a correspondent of The Chicago 
Tribune. 

President Wilson recently refused 
to transmit the Austrian treaty to 
the senate. 

The senator from Massachuetts 
insisted that the copy was in every 
respect authentic but Senator Wil- 
liams, declaring it was “just an- 
other newspaper copy,” ,protested 
against its being read in the senate, 
and Senator Hitchcook maintained 
that the reading of the Austrian 
treaty was an “unnecessary delay.” 

“It means simply a further squan- 
dering of hours,” Senator Hitchcook 
said, “and I appeal to the senator 
from Massachusetts to withdraw his 
request.” ° 

“I refuse to take responsibility 
for all of the senator’s' supposi- 
tions,” retorted Senator Lodge, “and 
my request was solely to have this 
Austrian treaty printed in the Rec- 
ord. In view of the senator’s re- 
marks, however, I may decide to 
insist upon having it read.” 

Senator Williams’ reference to the 
Austrian treaty being another 
“newspaper copy” drew the fire of 
Senator Moses, republican, of New 
Hampshire, who interjected the 
comment that it was of “exactly the 
same character as the German treaty 
which the senator from Massachu- 
setts was forced to obtain by theft 
and bribery some weeks ago.” 

“That copy turned out to be an 
exact copy,” added Senator Lodge. 

The opposing leaders then wran- 
gled over how to spend the rest of 
the afternoon if there was such a 
general.desire to expedite debate, 
and Senator Overman, of North 
Carolina, came to the rescue by an- 
nouncing his readiness to deliver 
an address which he had expected 
to make tomorrow. 

No Disposition to Hurry. 

While the treaty was put before

Senator Johnson Claims 
in Attacking Treaty and 
League as Drawn—De- 
mands Amendments to 
Safeguard America. 


Des Moines, Ia., September 15.— 
Vigorous objection to the approval 
of the peage treaty and the league 
of nation covenant by the senate 
without 4mendments which protect 
every interest of the United States, 
were voiced by Senator Hiram, W. 
Johnson here tonight in two ad- 
dresses delivered before large and 
enthusiastic audiences. ' 

Senator William E. Borah, of 
Idaho ,was to have spoke here with 
Senator Johnson, but he sent a tel- 
egram from Chicago stating he had 
been called back to Washington to 
participate in the senate debate on 
the peace pact. 

Senator Johnson’s principal ad- 
dress was delivered at the coliseum, 
under the auspices of the League for 
the Preservation of American Inde- 
pendence. 

“We fought a righteous war and 
won,” said Senator Johnson. “With 
our might and our treasure we de- 
termined to destroy ruthless mui- 
itarism, and it was done. In the 
peace, we would make it impossible 
for this monster ever again to 
threaten the world. 

Whe Shall Bear Burden? 

“The victory for the United States 
means neither territory nor. re- 
parations. It should mean the tri- 
umph of our loud trumpeted ideals 
for civilization, for the rights of 
small nations, for gself-determina- 
tion, for democracy. It means for 
England, France, Italy and Japan 
huge territories, vast numbers of 
people, immense national gain. The 
burden must be borne of protecting 
and safeguarding these enormous

Women Are T ermed 
Proverbial Sinners 


In Health Matters 


Statement Made by Dr. 
Anna L. Brown at Open- 
ing Session of Confer- 
ence of Women Physi- 
cians. 


New York, September 15.—Women 
were described as “proverbial sin- 
ners against health” and warned to 
get rid of the idea that because 
they were women they were entitled 
to #pecial consideration by men, in 
an address delivered today by Dr. 
Anna L. Brown, of New York, at the 
qpening session of the international 
conference of women physicians, 
conducted under the auspices of the 
national board of the Y. W. C. A. 
Dr. Brown is a member of the na- 
tional board and the organizer of 
the conference, which has attracted 
delegates from almost every coun- 
try in the world, with the exception 
of Germany and her foj er allies 
and Russia. 4 

The conference, the prinw *al ob- 
ject of which is to offer solutions 
for the problems of social recon- 
struction, especially in regard to 
women, was opened with an address 
of welcome by Mrs. Robert E. Speer, 
president of the national board. Dr. 
Brown followed with a general out- 
line of the purposes for which the 
gathering had been called, and ad- 
journment was then taken until to- 
morrow, 

“The traditional a.” acquired at- 
titude of women toward health,” 
said Dr. Brown, ‘is one of assump- 
tion that as women they are en- 
titled to special consideration on 
every kind of pretext. From the 
days of chivalry, when knights 
placed their ladies on pedestals for 
knightly worship, and went forth 
to do valiant deeds, the conception 
of women as the weaker vessel has 
been soundly lodged in women’s 
minds and none the less in men’s 
minds. And this, in spite of the 
fact that through all the ages they 


have performed huge tasks of en- 
deavor and endurance without pbhy- 
sical detriment. No soundly moral 
sense on social questions can be de- 
veloped and maintained among peo- 
ple who take so unsound a position 
on personal health.’ 

Dr. Brown then took up the ques- 
tion of prostitution and pleaded for 
a more tolerant and sympathetic 
attitude toward women who trans- 
gress the moral law. 

“In the difficult p:« riod of social 
reconstruction,” she said, “we shall 
find a way to recognize in the sex 
offending girl or woman the same 
right to our sympathy and toler- 
ance that we have always exte ‘ed 
toward her partner.” 

As to the solution of this great 
problem, Dr. Brown held that legal 
remedies were of little value. 

‘The law has dealt with prosti- 
tution in vain,” she said. “When 
women really accept their share of 
responsibility and all its implica- 
tions, Per will banish it.”

Portland, Ore., September 15.-—If 
America stays out of the league of 
nations it will do so at a great cost 
of democracy and in violation of ita | 
material as well as its moral in- 
terests,~ President Wilson declared 
in an address here today. 

Deploring the suggestion which, 
he said, was being made on all sides 
that the United States take advan- 
tage of the world situation without 
shouldering any of the _ responsi- 
bility, Mr. Wilson declared such & 
policy would be futile, because this 
country as much as any other was 
interested in guaranteeing a stable 
world order. 

During an all-day stop iere the 
president spoke first °* A after- 
noon luncheon, where his declara- 
tions were cheered repeatedly by 
200 business and professional men 
of Portland. .He made only a brief 
impromptu talk, however, the only 
set speech on his day’s schedule be- 
ing at an evening mass meeting at 
the municipal auditorium. For this 
meeting 7,000 ttekets had been dis- | 
tributed in a lottery, in which local | 
officials said there were more than | 
30,000 applications for admittance. |

Greeted by Cheering Crowds, 

From the time the presidential 
train arrived the president and Mra. | 
Wilson were followed by cheering | 
crowds. When he appeared on the 
rear platform of his private car art 
the station, a railroad man shouted 
“Attaboy!” and a crowd which had 
squeezed through the police lines to 
the tracks started a roar of wel- 
come which continued all the way 
along an automobile ride through 


Later the presidential party was 
taken for a sixty-mile automobile 
ride over the Columbia highway. 
hundreds of private cars following 
in the rear and thousands more be- 
ing parked along the way, that their 
occupants might join in. waving 
greetings to the chief executive. 
At all of the small towns through 
which the party passed there were 
waiting crowds. 

The luncheon was given in Mr. 
Wilson’s honor by C. 8S. Jackson, 
publisher of The Oregon Journal, 
and Governor Olcott and Mayor 
Baker were among the guests. In the 
evening the president and Mrs. Wil- 
son dined privately at a hotel. Leav- 
ing Portland late tonight the presi- 
dential party will spend all of to- 
morrow on their special train en 
route to San Francisco, where they 
are to arrive Wednesday morning. 

Tied With Rest of World. 

The text of President Wilson’s 
luncheon address in part follows: 

“I think we are all now convinced 
that we-have not reached the right 
and final organization of our indus- 
trial society; that there are many 
features of our social life that ought 
to undergo correction. There are 
antagonisms set up that breed heat 
because they breed friction and the 
world must have leisure and order in 
which to see that these things are 
set right. The world cannot have 
leisure and order unless it has a 
guaranteed peace, 

“Whether you will or not, our 
fortunes are tied in with the rest 
of the world, and the choice that 
we have to make now is whether we 
will receive the influences of the 
rest of the world and be affected 
by them, or dominate the influences 
of the world and lead it. 

“What are you to be—bDoys, run- 
ning around thg circus tent and 
peeping under the canvas? Men, de- 
clining to pay the admission and 
sitting on the roof and looking in 
on the game? Or are you going to 
play your responsible part in the 
game, knowing that you are trusted 
as a leader and umpire, both? 

“If you are going to put into 
the world this germ, shall I call it, 
of American enterprise and Ameri- 
can faith and American vision, then 
you must be the principal partners 
in the new partnership which the 
world is forming. I take leave to 
say without intending the least dis- 
respect at anybody that consciously 
or unconsciously a man who opposes 
that proposition either has no im- 
agination or no kn@eledge or is a 
quitter. America has put her hand 
to this great enterprise already in 


the men she. sent overseas and their 
part was the negative part merely.

Flooded by Water and 
Battered by Great Gales, 
the Texas City Sends 
Out Appeal for Aid. 


RELIEF TRAIN RUSHED 
BY WAR DEPARTMENT 


Train With Supplies Sent 
From San Antonio—At 
Least 25 Dead at Corpus 
Christi and 4,000 With- 
ou’ Homes — Property 
Loss $4,000,000. 


(By the Associated Preas.) 

Corpus Christi, September 15.—~ 
There were reports here tonight 
that the bodies of more than 125 
persons had been recovered in 
Corpus Christi and Nueces bay, but 
this could not be confirmed up to 
midnight, and officials here were 
inclined to discredit the reports. 

These reports were that 120 bodies 
had been found between Portland 
and White Point, across Kueces bay, 
while the other victims were found 
in the city. It was reported some of 
the bodies were those of Vortland 
victims. 

First definite news of life loss 
came late Monday from the Texas 
gulf coast territory stricken Sun- 
day by a tropical hurricane that 
swept in from the gulf. 

Flooded by water and battered by 
gales, the city of Corpus Christi 
sent out an appeal for help late 
Monday, estimating its dead “up to 
twenty-five or more,” with 3,000 
homeless and in need, and property 
damage approximating $3,000,000. 

Action for Relief. 

This appeal bro: sht prompt ac- 
tion from state authorities and 
southern department headquarters 
of the United States army at San 
Antonio. A relief train was ordered 
started from San Antonio for Cor- 
pus Christi ton‘ght, with tents, cots. 
blankets and medical supplies and 
foodstuffs. 

Governor W. P. Hobby ordered 
three Texas rangers to “get into 
Corpus Christi and report on con- 
ditions,” and if it Is deemed nec- 
essary a company or more Texas na- 
tional guardsmen will be sent to 
the city. The governor also began 
organization of a state relief com- 
mittee, 

Port Aransas, just outside of Cor- 
pus Christi bay on Mustang island, 
was reported virtually razed by the 
storm, including destruction of its 
custom house and loss of customs 
records. There was no positive in- 
formation of loss of life in that 
town, which had a population of 600. 

Swept by Torrential Rains. 

Other cities and towns in the coast- 
al region, battered by a driving 
wind and swept by torrential rains, 
reported damage in varying degree, 
but early incomplete reports made 
no mention of casualties In those 
places. 

Dispatches from Brownsville Mon- 
day, transmitted by army radio, dis- 
pelled fears that the lower Rio 
Grande valley might have suffered 
extensively from the storm, which 
weather bureau officials thought 
had moved into Mexico near that 
city.

MCUMBER FIGHTS 
PACT AMENDMENTS 


Senator Wants Them All 
Rejected, and Also 
Urges Modification of 
Proposed “Strong” Res- 
ervations. 


Washington, September 15.—Re- 
jection of all proposed amendments 
to the German peace treaty and mod- 
ification of the recommended 
“strong” reservations was urged in 
an individual minority report filed 
with the senate today by Senator 
McCumber, republican, North Da- 
kota, next in rank on the foreign 
relations committee, to Chairman 
Lodge. Senator McCumber did not 
join in the recent republican ma- 
jority report and voted with the 
democrats on amendments and sev- 
eral reservatiohs. 

Attacking the majority report of 
Chairman Lodge, Senator McCum- 


' ber denounced most of the majori- 
ity amendments as “selfish, immoral 


and dishonorable,” and charged that 
they seek to “isolate the United 
States from the rest of the world 
and abandon our allies.” 

He Objects to Manner. 

“To the substance of some of the 
proposed reservations,” Senator Mc- 
Cumber'’s report -declared, “there 
can he no serious objections. But

against the manner in which they 
are- asserted I do most seriously 
protest. They are couched in a de- 
fiant, discourteous and overbearing 
manner and seem intended to ex- 


press a gringoistic spirit that ought 
to be eliminated from American 
statesmanship.” 


Scoring the reservation to Article 
10, of the league of nations cove- 
nmant, Senator McCumber said it 


really is an amendment, pure and 
simple, and designed to take the 
United States entirely out of the 
league. 

Special opposition was expressed 
by Senator McCumber to the pro- 
posed amendment to the Shantung 
provision. By this amendment, he 
said, Japan would be “Kicked out” 
of the league by the United States 
and Shantung possibly to China. 

Calling attention to what he 
termed the failure of the committee 
majority to explain the purposes 
of the league, Senator McCumber 
said: 

“Not one word is said, not a sin- 
gle allusion is made concerning 
either the great purpose of the 
league of nations or the methods by 
which these purposes are to be ac- 
complished. 

“Irony and sarcasm have been 
substituted for argument. It is re- 
grettable that the animosity which 
centers almost wholly against the 
league should have been engendered 
against a subject so important to 
the world’s welfare. It is regret- 
table that the consideration of a 
matter to foreign to: partisanship 

. should be influenced by 
hostility towards or subserviency to 
the president.” 

Analyzing the committee amend- 
ments, Senator McCumber said that 
the amendments to Bive the United 
States equal votes in the league with 
England and the British colonies 
combined was “unnecessary.” 

The plan giving each member na- 
tion one vote without regard to size 
or importance, was the only pos- 
sible plan, the Senator argued, ad- 
ding that to all intents and purnoses 


the British colonies are independ- 
ent. 

Senator McCumber said his only 
objection to the Lodge reservation 
on withdrawal from the league was 
a form. 

As to the Lodge reservation to 
Article 10, Senator McCumber said 
he had many objections. ‘First, it 
is an amendment, pure and simple,” 
he said, “of the most important ar- 
ticle in the league. Its purpose is 
to take the United States as a power 
for the peace of the world out of 
the league entirely. : 

“Second, it places this country in 
a false and wrong position, an at- 
titude of encouraging powerful 
countries to inflict or impose any 
wrong upon weaker nations, by our 
declared policy of non-interven- 
tion.”

The fact that the firemen are the 
only ones familiar with the auto-

The commissioners’ demands on 
the firemen and policemen followed 
a mass meeting of citizens, which 
demanded that they dissolve the 
policemen’s and firemen’s unions or 
must be impeached. The actjon of 
the mass meeting was indorsed by 
the Builders’ league five minutes 
after the mecting was adjourned, 
and the commissioners acted half 
an hour later. 

Hicks Accomplishes Surrender.

All Strikers to Return. 

The striking textile workers of 
Bibb mill No. 2, about 700 in num- 
ber, and of Bibb mill No. 1, aggre- 
gating 500, abandoned their strike 
this evening and agreed to return to 
work unconditionally after the mill 
owners had rejected the proposal of 
the Macon Federation of Trades 
that all of the strikers return to 
work provided no discrimination be 
shown against them for having 
joined the union. 

The men and women appeared 
happy when they left the union hall 
after voting to end the strike. Many 
of them are without food in their 
homes save that provided by th: 
limited fund of their organizations. 

They are expected to resume work 
tomorrow morning. Sheriff Hicks 


announced that the mills would re- 
sume work at that time. 


Builders Indorse Demand. 


The strikers from Mill No. 2 were 
first to vote to return. Their ac- 
tion was followed an hour later by 
that of the workers from Mill No, 
1. Sheriff Hicks, who acted as go- 


between for the mill owners and the | 


strikers, went to the union hall with 
the answer of the mill owners in 
which they definitely rejected the 
offer of the Macon federation. The 
sheriff notified the strikers that the 
mill owners stood firm on their 
announced policy that they would 
not treat with union labor or their 
representatives, but would deal only 
with them as employees. 

Officials of the mill, said the sher- 
iff, took the position that if they 
should communicate with the strik- 
ers collectively it would be tanta- 
mount to recognizing tne recently 
organzed union, which caused the 
strike. 

The Butlders League of Macon 
was the first organization of the 
city to indorse formally the action 
of a mass meeting of citizens late 
this afternoon calling on the civil 
service commissioners to resign or 
dissolve the policemén’s and fire- 
men’s unions. 

The league met within five min- 
utes after the mass meeting ad- 
journed. It gave unanimous in- 
dorsement to the ultimatum and dis- 
patched a copy of the action to the 
civil service commission. All con- 
tractors, builders and sub-contrac- 
tors in Macon belong to the build- 
ers’ league. 

Vote Was Unanimous. 

The action of the civil service 
commission in ordering the police 
and firemen’s unions disbanded was 
unanimous. “It was the only thing 
we could do,” Chairman Chapman 
stated, and Commissioner Urqu- 
hart and Commissioner W. R. Fvans, 
a member of the local labor unioin, 
concurred in this view. 

Chief of Police McWilliams told 
the commissioners he was ready to 
take charge of the situation, should 
the police go on strike or the fire- 
men refused to leave their head- 
quarters. 

After copies of the resoltuion had 
been made, Chairman Chapman went 
into the fire department headquar- 
ters and calle dtogether the mem- 
bers of the force: 

“Boys,” he addressed them, “this 
is a serious matter. Don’t do any- 
thing rash. This order comes from 
the civil service commission, from 
every man of that body, and it must 
be obeyed.” 

Refused to Argue. 

Then he read the resolution, 
the firemen began to argue 
him. 

“T cannot argue with vou,” Mr. 
Chapman said. “This order must 
either be obeyed or we will be 
forced to place men in your places.” 

‘We will not get out.” several 
firemen shouted. “The merchants 
on Cherry street did this.

When the commissioners left the 
police station, Chief McWilliams 
placed a copy of the resoltuions on 
the bulletin board in the sergeant’s 
and explained the matter to 
the members of the force on duty. 

“IT will stand by the commission,

make good,” the new chief said. 

“Tf vou are able to handle this 
situation and take care of the police 
department,” Commission Uquhart 
said, “vou will have done wonders 
and more than made good.’

Reports Monday night indicated 
the storm, which affected the entire 
Texas coast to a more or less de- 
free, centered at or near Corpus 
Christi, intensively covering a ra- 
dius of from sixty to seevnty-five 
miles. It was evident it lost much 
of its power as it penetrated inland. 


Port Lavaea Suffered. 


Port Lavaca, about e‘ghty miles!Sophn saitarium and all were 


northeast of Corpus Christi, and 
Victoria, slightly farther away to 
the north, suffered somewhat, three 
buildings collapsing at the former 
place, while some damage to crops 
and small buildings was reported 
from Victoria. 

South of Corpus Christ! the range 
of the storm has not been deter- 
mined, but Point Isabel, twenty-five 
miles from Brownsville, felt the 
force of the heavy gale, and al- 
though surrounded by flood waters, 
came through without serious dam- 
age. 

It was evident even from avail- 
able meagre dispatches that the 
situation at Corpus Christi was se- 
rious, and an appeal for food and 
bedding and other supplies was 
sent out by the relief committee 
of that city. 

Refugees in Bonts. 

It was believed many refugees 
were in the Corpus Christi bay in 
boats, on rafts or other craft, as 
a message from Sinton, Texas, re- 
ported that several persons. had 
been sighted aboard a raft near 
White Point, which is approximate- 
ly seven miles from the city. The 
Sinton dispatch said the bodies of 
three persons had been washed 
ashore near Whité Point. 

Reports Monday afternoon were 
that the water had reached a depth 
of from six to twelve feet in Corpus 
Christi, extending up to the second 
stories of many of the 
buildings. It was believed 
greatest depth was in 
Beach residential section, a penin- 
sula jutting out into the bay. 

Heavy rains Sunday and Monday 
were reported from many sections 
of central and southern Texas, in- 
cluding Houston, San Antonio and 
Taylor. San Angelo reported two 
and a half inches of rain there from 
Sunday midnight to Monday noon, 
and said the rain was general over 
that section of Western ‘exas, from 
Alpine to beyond Sweetwater, on 
the Kansas City, Mexico and Orient 
railroad, and from Colorado City 
south, past Brady and Brownwood. 
It was feared the excessive rain 
would cause some damage to cot- 
ton. 

25 PERSONS DEAD 
AND 400 HOMELESS. 

Corpus Christi, Texas, September 
15—From (fifteen to twenty-five 
persons are dead; approximately 
4,000 are homeless, and property 
damage, it is estimated, will reach 
$4,000,000 as a result of the tropi- 
cal hurricane which raged here for 
twenty hours, from Saturday night 
until Sunday night. 

The city is in distress and Mayor 
Gordon Boone has sent the follow- 
ing appeal to Governor Hobby at 
Austin: 

“Please send at once two com- 
panies of national guard with sup- 
plies and join in an appeal for 
financial assistance. Conditions here 
deplorable and immediate § help 
needed.” 

At least a score of persons were 
adrift on spars and debris in Nueces 
bay tonight, where they were wash- 
ed out by the waves. What few 
boats were left undamaged by 
storm were being used tonight to 
rescue them.

GONPERS WORKS 
TO DELAY STRIKE 


Steel Unions to Meet on 
Next Monday and Con- 
sider Postponing Walk- 
out Until After Wash- 
ington Conference. 


Washington, September 15.—Sam- 
uel Gompers, president of the 
American Federation of Labor, re- 
turning today to his office at the 
federation. headquarters, nt over 
the situations arising from the po- 
lice strike in Boston and the pro- 
posed nation-wide steel workers’ 
strike September 22, but refused ab- 
solutely to comment on either, 

There were indications at the 
close o fthe day, howecer, that the 
labor chif was making every effort 
to obtain from heads of the steel 
workers’ union consent to call off 
the proposed strike and to await the 
industrial conference called for Oc- 
tober 6 by President Wilson, before 
taking action. 

The work of Mr. Gompers was seen 
in the decision of the United Mine 
Workers, in convention at Cleveland, 
to support a movement to delay the 
steel workers’ walkout. In request- 
ing the the mine workers make 
this decision, Mr. Gompers for- 
warded a letter from President 
Johnson, of the International Ma- 
'chinists’ association, favoring post- 
ponement of the strike. As the 
steel workers will hold & -eeting 
Wednesday in Pittsburg to discuss 
plans for the strike, it was sug- 
gestedin some quarters that Presi- 
dent Gompers was endeavoring to 
influence thes workers’ through 
their affiliated unions.

'it was said that the steel situation 
was particular delicate from a labor 
standpoint in that strikes can only 
be called or settled by the unions 
directly involved.

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SOUTHS SHIPPERS 
FIGHT NEW RATES 


They Claim Proposed Ad- 
vance in Freight Tariffs 
Is Not Justified — Al- 
leged Carriers Need No 
Relief. 


Washington, September 15.—The 
fight over proposed increased freight 
rates for the southeast will get well 
under way tomorrow, when south- 
ern shippers, through the Southern 
Traffic league, will rebut the case 
set forth today by the railroad ad- 
ministration at the opening session 
of the interstate commerce com- 
mission hearing on the “15 per cent 
case.” 

During discussion it was brought 
out that the “15 per cent case” 
applied only to railroad rates, and 
not to water rates, but the railroad 
administration was preparing also 
a revised rail and water rate 
schedule. 

Shippers from the south, fourteen 
strong, arrived here today to press 
their opposition to the railroads’ 
propsal: They will be represented 
by C. E. Cotterel, general counsel 
for the Southern Traffic league, 
and William Wimbish, both of At- 
lanta, and will contend that railroads 
operating in the southeast are pros- 
pering and that the increases are 
not needed. 

Contention of Roads. 

The railroads today maintained 
the proposed tariffs were in keeping 
with the authority granted by the 
commission’s supplemental order of 
March 12, 1918, which provided that 
joint class and commodity rates be- 
tween offficial classification and 
southeastern territory might be in- 
creased by amounts not exceeding 
the increase in rates allowed north 
of the Ohio river. 

Railroad representatives claimed 
the- existing relationship between 
various regions cannot be main- 
tained absolutely by a literal ap- 
plication of the commission’s order, 
but their plan would more nearly 
preserve that relationship. The ba- 
sis of the increase, the railroad 
men said, was arrived at by an av- 
erage of the local increases allowed 
by the commission north of the 
Ohio river. It was admitted that 
some of the proposed _ increases 
would be greater and others less 
than permitted under a strict con- 
struction of the commission’s or- 
der, but, they added, the plan es- 
tablished a fair average. 

Not in Need of Relief. 

W. G. Womble, rate expert of the 
North Carolina railroad commis- 
sion, in testifying briefly near the 
close of today’s session, declared 
the southern carriers were not in 
need of relief, as they were more 
prosperous than the lines of the 
east and west.

SEWER TRUST CHARGED 
BY COUNGIL PROBERS 


Communication to Same Im- 
port Also Received From 
W. E. Chambers. 


In a report filed with council 


Monday afternoon by a special com- 
mittee of that body appointed two 
months ago by the street commit- 
tee to investigate the question as 
to whether there existed a sewer 
pipe trust in the city of Atlanta, 
with ramifications to other points, 
the committee of which Councilman 
J. H. Ewing was chairman, charged 
that a sewer pipe trust does exist 
in Atlanta. 

The report declared that W. S. 
Dickey, of the state of Kansas, 
owns with three small exceptions, 
the entire output of sewer pipe in 


‘all the territory from Texas on the 


west to North Carolina on the north, 
and from the Atlantic and gulf 
coasts to the southern boundary of 
Kentucky, as well as the state -of 
Kansas. 

The committee recommended that 
the city acquire sufficient clay- 
beds of its own and manufacture 
its own sewer pipe. On motion of 
Mr. Ewing the report was filed. 

Chambers Sends Letter. 


A communication from W. fk. 
Chambers, city purchasing agent, of 
similar import, published exclusive- 
ly in The Constitution Monday morn- 
ing, was also read and filed. 

Mr. Chambers has been working 
for more than a year in an effort 
to uncover those behind the alleged 
trust. In his communication to 
council Mr. Chambers charged that 
one man has a complete monopoly 
on the production of sewer pipe in 
Georgia and virtually throughout 
the south, destroying competition, 
and that because of this situation 
prices on this product have ad- 
vanced from 250 per cent to 300 per 
cent since 1916. 

He substantiated the charges in 
his communication with a file of 
correspondence with Judge R. W. 
Adamson, of Carrollton, who, as the 
special agent of the federal trade 


board, in co-operation with the de- 


partment of justice, made a com- 
plete investigation of all plants 
manufacturing sewers in the south- 
east. 

Report of Commitice. 


The report submitted by the spe- 
cial committee is as follows: 
To the Honorable Mayor and General Coun- 


cil: 

We, the special committee appointed by 
the street committee to investigate the 
question as to whether there existed a sew- 
erage pipe trust in the city of Atlanta 
and state of Georgia, beg te make the fol- 
lowing report: 

First, we find that there exists a sewer 
Pipe trust in this state and in the city 
of Atlanta. This trust embraces all the 
territory from Texas on the west to North 
Carolina on the north and from the Atlantic 
ang gulf coasts to the southern boundary of 
Kentucky, as well as the state of Kansas. 

We are advised that S. Dickey. of 
the state of Kansas, owns the entire output 
of all sewer pipe embraced in the terrt- 
tory above mentioned, except three small 
plants, two of which are at Milledgeville, 
Ga., and one at Pomona, N. C. 

We find further, in our judgment, as a 
result of this private Ownership, that com- 
petition has been destroyed and the prices 
of sewer pipe greatly increased in excess 
of a legitimate profit. 

Your committee would recommend to the 
city of Atlanta that it acquise, by ont 
demnation or otherwise, sufficient clay 
beds for its own use and manufacture of 
its own sewer pipe.

“Should we refuse to ratify the 
league of nations undoubtedly the 
nations of Europe would be in de- 
spair.

'rible war itself, 


Should Be Willing to Try It. 


“More than two-thirds of the na-

Reparation Provisions. 

Reparation provisions require Aus- 
tria to accept resptnsibility, witb 
her allies, “for causing the loss and 
damage to which the allied and as- 
sociated governments and their na- 
tions had been subjected by Austria 
and her allies.” 

“The allied and associated govern- 
ments,” the treaty provides, “recog- 
nize that the resources of Austria 
are not adequate . . to make com- 
plete reparation for such loss and 
damage. The allied and associated 
governments, however, require, and 
Austria udertakes, that she will 
make compensations, as hereinafter 
determined, for damage done to the 
civillan population of the allied and 
associated powers and to their prop- 
erty during the period of the bel- 
ligerency of each.” 

Like the German treaty, the 
amount of compensation is to be 
fixed by the inter-alllfed reparations 
commission, which shall draw up a 
schedule of payments prescribing 
discharge within thirty years from 
May 1, 1921, “after the commission 
has decided whether Germany is in 
'a position to pay the balance of the 
total amount of claims presented 
against Germany and her allies.”

Telegrams Received Yes- 

~terday Authorize Loan 
of Tents, Cots, Blankets 
and Material to Atlanta 
During Confederate Vet- 
éerans’ Reunion.

Telegrams announcing that the 
bill to lend camp equipment to the 
city of Atlanta for. use of the con- 
federate veterans at the reunion in 
October had unanimously passed 
both the house and senate were re- 
ceived yesterday afternoon by Wal- 
ter P. Andrews, general chairman 
of the reunion committee. 

The bill, as finally passed, Mr. 
Andrews was informed, specifies 
that the war department is author- 
ized to lend to the city “tents, cots, 
blankets and other material.” The 
last phrase, Mr. Andrews states, will 
#ave the committee a large amount 
in funds, as there are many things 
which will be needed at the city of 
tents in Piedmont park which can 


be borrowed. 

Work on establishing the tented 
city will begin as soon as local of- 
*ficials have been notified of the 
action by congress, Mr. Andrews 
continued. The reunion, which is 
only three weeks off, will find ev- 
érything sady for the arrival of 
the visitors,and an effort'is being 
made to perfect all plans so that 
there will be no confusion when 
the veterans begin to arrive. 

Special Committee. 

At a meeting of the advisory com- 
Mittee yesterday afternoon, Judge 
George Hillyer, chairman of the ad- 
vVisory committee, composed of At- 
lanta confederate vé@éterans, was au- 
thorized to appoint a special com- 
mittee to ask the school authori- 
ties to give holidays to the Boy 
Scouts during the convention. The 
youngsters ‘will be used with the 
Treception commitiees of old veter- 
ans to meet incoming visitors at the 
Tailroad stations and to direct them 
to headquarters and to their quar- 
ters. The feeble veterans will be 
housed in the various Atlanta homes, 
while the younger and more active 
ones will be housed in the tents. 

Two meetings of those directly 
concerned in the reunion have been 
called for this week. The John B. 
Gordon Camp, Sons. of Confederate 
Veterans, will hoid a smoker this 
evening in the Chamber of Com- 
merce assembly hall, while Friday 
afternoon at 5 o’clock all local 
camps in the North Georgla brigade, 
of which Judge Hillyer is com- 
mander, will hold a meeting in the 
Same rooms.

STATE'S TAK VALUES 
SHOW BIG INCREASE 


Gain of More Than $70,000 
Over Last Year Is 
Reported.

An increase of more than $70,- 
000,000 in tax vales in Georgia 
for 1919 is shown in a recapitula- 
tion of the digests for the various 
counties. 

The state’s entire taxable values 
for 1918 were $1,079,236,826, while 
the increase in values excluding 
public service corporations for 4919 
is $64,761,761. Publie service corpo- 
rations show an increase of $3,000.- 
000 for the year, not including the 
propert yof the Georgia Railway 
and Power company and some other 
property now in arbitration, which 
it is estimated will birng the total 
up to approximately $1,152,000,000. 

Of this amount, Bulton furnished 
$149.681,760 of taxable values, which 
is 15.2 per cent of the total taxable 
values of the state. With the state 
tax rate of 5 mills applied to this 
amount, Fulton’s personal and real 
property will pay into the state 
treasury a total of $748,408.80. 

Comptroller General Wright and 
Tax Commissioner Fullbright were 
greatly gratified over the general 
increase over the state. 

Tax Commissioner Fullbright has 
arranged a series of group confer- 
ences of county tax officials to dis- 
cuss ways and means of securing 
an equalization of tax assessments 
for 1920.

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D ANNUNZIO TAKES 
PIUME FOR YALY 


Poet-Aviator, Backed by 
Thousands of Troops, 
Proclaims Fiume- Italy 
Union—Allied Flag 
Lowered. a 


Geneva, September 15.—Gabriele 
d’Annunzio, supported by the forces 
of Arditi which accompanied him 
into Fiume, has proclaimed a union 
of Fiume with Italy, according to 
advices received by the Serbian 
press bureau here from Belgrade. 

Fiume was plunged into anarchy, 
the advices declare, vyhen the br' :- 
ade of Italian troops which pre- 
Viously had evacuated the city re- 
turned without officers, ejected the 
local authorities and arrested the 
Italian general, Pittaluga. 

The British and French troops in 
Fiume, the message states, barri- 
caded themselves within their quar- 
ters; expecting to be attacked while 
the crowds in the city tore down 
the allied flags. 

The Serbian authorities, it is 
added, still remain in the suburb of 
Susak, which is isolated. ! 


26,000 ITALIAN TROOPS 
REPORTED IN FIUME. 

Paris, Septemb@r 15.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—Twenty-six thou- 
sand Italian troops are now in 
Fjume, according to the latest ad- 
vices to the Italian peace delega- 
tion here. The British and French 
troops have left the city, lowering 
their flags at D’Annunzio’s request. 

The Italians are being reinforced 
constantly by deserters from the 
regular organization. It is feared 
in general conference circles that 
the Nitti government may fall be- 
cause of the premier’s denunciation 
of D’Annunzio, 

Signor Tittoni, minister of for- 
eign attfairs, is returning to Italy to- 
morrow. 

The Italian delegation to the 
peace conference is anxious that the 
occupation of Fiume by forces un- 
der command of Gabriele d’Annun- 
zio be considered as an _ internal 
affair with Italy. This disposition 
is said to be concurred in by the 
other members of the peace confer- 
ence. The opinion of French offi- 
Cials is that Italy should be per- 
mitted to handle the situation alone, 
as only Italians are involved. 

The supreme council decided to- 
day to let Italy deal with the situa- 
tion created at Fiume by d’Annun- 
zio’s occupation of the city, deeming 
it purely an internal matter, 

Representatives of two of the 
Sreat powers, however, urged the 
necessity of settling the Fiume 
question with the least possible de- 
lay in order to prevent similar in- 
cidents. 

As the American peace delegation 
was reported to be without precise 
instructions from Washington, no 
final decision was reached this aft- 
ernoon by the supreme council as 
regards a settlement. 


ITALIAN GENERAL 
SENT TO FIUME. 

Rome, September 15.—General 
Badoglio, deputy chief of staff ot 
the Italian army, who has been sent 
to Fiume, is armed with full powers 
to cope with the serious situation 
there since Captain Gabriele d’An- 
nunzio, the Italian poet-aviator, led 
forces, variously estimated to num- 
ber from 2,300 to 12,000 men, into 
that city last week. 

According to latest advices Cap- 
tain d’Annunzio is still in Fiume. 
Detachments sent by General Robi- 
lant, commander of the sixth arms 
corps, to disarm Captain d’Annun- 
zio’s men, have refused to obey or- 
ders. This, according to a state- 
ment made yesterday by Premier 
Nitti, was “seditious,” the premie: 
adding that he was “determined to 
act in a manner that would avoid 
grave conflicts.” 

Reinforcements for Captain d’An- 
nunzio’s forces are said to be march- 
ing on Fiume, parts of the sixth ar- 
tillery regiment and a cyclist corps 
being reported near the city. Gen- 
eral Ferrari, commanding the Ital- 
ian troops on the armistice line, 
has been ordered to prevent thc 
forces from joining d’Annunzio. 


ANGLO-FRENCH FLAGS 
WERE PULLED DOWN. 

London, September 15.—When the 
Italian raiders. under Gabrielle 
d’Annunzio entered Fiume, numbers 
of the inhabitants joined them, 
while sailors on ships in the harbor 
swam ashore for the same purpose, 
according to information received in 
authoritative circles here, The 
British and French flags were 
pulled down and the British and 
French troops confined in their bar- 
racks, the advices said. 


TROOPS ARE CALLED 
10 STOP STRKE ROT 


Albemarle, N. C., September 15.— 
Three companies of state guards- 
men patrolled the Albemarle textile 
district tonight to preven further 
outbreaks as a result of a strike of 
mill operatives which reached a 
climax today in a riot at the gate 
of the Wiscasset mill. Sheriff Bla- 
lock and Dee Porter, a_ striker, 
were wounded in today’s clash, 
which followed efforts of the sheriff 
to disarm strikers. 

Several hundred citizens aided the 
troops in guarding strategic points, 
including the county jail, where 
many strikers were held on charges 
growing out of the disorders. Re- 
ports were current that strike sym- 
pathizers had sent a call to nearby 
towns for recruits to assist in 
storming the jail to release the 
prisoners. ° 

Porter, who was arrested after 
being wounded, was released to- 
night on bail. His condition is se- 
rious. Sheriff Blalock was not dan- 
gerously hurt. 

Governor Bickett was expected to 
arrive here during the night to as- 
sist in. a solution of the = strike, 
which has been in progress for sev- 
eral weeks without disorder prior 
to today’s outbreak. 

Early this morning, however, 
strikers gathered at the mill and 
are said to have attempted to pre- 
vent non-union employees from en- 
tering. 

Trouble is said -to have started 
when Sheriff Blalock, of Stanley 
county, and a party of local police 
efficers went to the gates of the 
mills and endeavored to disperse 
the strikers who had collected and 
who are said to have made many 
threats towards the non-union 
workers. 

The first man approached was Dee 
Pollock, who, it is alleged, drew his 
gun and shot Sheriff Blalock in the 
thigh. Another shot fired after the 
sheriff had fallen dug itself into the 
ground. As Pollock drew back his 
hammer to-firea third shot, Chief of 
Police Love shot him in the Knee. 
This, according to eye-witnesses, 
was the only shot fired by the of- 
ficers.

PLOT 3 CHARGED 
AGAINS! MEXICO 


De Bekker Tells Senate 
Committee Oil Interests 
Are Scheming for Inter- 
vention — Says Wilson 
Knows of Plot. 


Washington, September 15.— 
Statements issued by the League of 
Free Nations’ association to coun- 
teract what the organization has 
charged to be a plot to force inter- 
vention in Mexico, were based on 
information received from George 
IF. Weeks, publisher of The Mexi- 
can Review, a Carranza organ, L. 
J. De Bekker today told the sen- 
ate foreign relations subcommit- 
tee investigating the Mexican sit- 
uation. De BekKer is a member of 
the league’s committe on Mexico 
and a previous witness had testified 
he was the author of most of the 
literature sent ouy by the league 
for publication. 

Admission that he received his 
information as to conditions in 
Mexico from Weeks was made by 
De Bekker in the course of a sharp 
cross examination by Chairman 
Fall and Senator Brandegee of the 
subcommittee. The same cross ex- 
amination brought out that De Bek- 
ker based his charges on an organ- 
ized movement to force interven- 
tion “on newspaper reports” but 
further questioning as to the news- 
paper reports brougnt the __ state- 
ment that none were at hand that 
he would “subscribe to a clipping 
bureau” and get the “evidence” de- 
sired, 


He Defends Carranza. 

De Bekker defended the Carranza 
government in his testimony and 
said that he believed Carranz ‘as 
giving Mexico a better governmce it 
than the United States could. He 
also asserted that worse things had 
happened in the United States than 
had occurred in Mexico. Later 
cross examination brought from him 
that outside of information gained 
indirectly, his only knowledge ot 
Mexican conditions was obtained 
last spring durina six weeks’ visit, 
four weeks of which were . o.ent in 
Mexico City and the other two in 


traveling about the country as the 
guest of President Carranza and 
accompanied by Minister of Finance 
Caberra, 

Members of the 
and the witness c!ashed 
time during the hearing. 
De Bekker, raising his voice, 
clared: 

“I believe there is a plot against 
Mexico. believe that the president 
of the United Stats knows who is 
beliind that plot. No amount of 
questioning can shake my position 
on that point.” 

Oil Men Accused, 

KE. L. Doheny, head of the Mexican 
Petroleum company, was named by 
lL. J. De Lekker as chief of the 
group he alleges is attempting to 
bring about intervention in Mexico. 
De BekKer listed by name practical- 
ly every oil company in Mexico as 
party to the plot he says exists. 

De BekKer argued that the ap- 
pointment of Senator [Fall as chair- 
inan of committee could be regard- 
ed as circumstantial evidence of a 
plot to force intervention.

Georgia Sweet Potatoes, 

Wash and cook six medium-sized 
| potatoes until tender and then cool. 
Remove’ the skins, cut into thin 
Slices and place a layer in a well- 
greased baking dish. Sprinkle each 
layer with cinnamon and brown 
'sugar and about one-quarter cup of 
(raisins. Repeat until the dish is

Tniversity of Pittsburg football 
candidates were assembled by Coach 
Glenn S. Warner Monday, at. the 
university engineering camp at 
Windber, Pa. and Tuesday the 
Panthers will start their practice 
grind. Engineering students of the 
university have been working in 
camp there all summer and every- 
thing is in ship shape for the re- 
ception of the gridmen. 

The coming season is going to 
be an unusual one in many ways 
and the Panther rooters aren’t too 
optimistic as to the outcome. The 
material is the poorest in years, 
with few tried performers avail- 
able and the schedule is the hardest 
Pitt ever arranged. While the re- 
turn of Hastings, Dehart and Mor- 
row from the service bolstered up 
the backfield considerable, the line 
material is very green and Warner 
will have to do a lot of figuring in 
order to prepare a defense which 
will take care of the opposition. 

Last year 19 men received their 
varsity letter in football at Pitt 
and of this number 13 were lost by 
graduation. Included in the six 
who remain are only 3 regulars— 
Davies, the sensational halfback. 
who was picked by Walter Camp 
for his first All-American team; 
Stein, center, ‘and Mervis, tackle. 
Horner, sub-quarterback, McCrack- 
en, sub-fullback and Harman, sub- 
tackle are the other three. These, 
with Dehart, Hastings and Morrow, 
all backfield men, give Warner a 
nucleus of only 9 veterans. 

A total of 43 will go to camp, 22 
of these having been members of 
the varsity squad at some time, al- 
though not winning their letter. Al- 

“most all of them were in the serv- 
ice. The coaches figure that in this 
squad there are about 10 or 12 men 
who have the stuff in them to be 
developed into varsity class. 

Four men who have played on the 
1917 Freshman team are back, the 
best known being Merle =§ Hileman, 
captain of the team, who has been 
with the army of occupation in 
Germany. He got his discharge only 
a few days ago. Eight men who 
have not been out for any of the 
university teams but who are eligi- 
ble under the. one year residence 
rule have signified their intention 
of trying for the team, although 
there is not an experienced man in 
that list. 

It is generally felt that Glenn' 
Warner has one of the biggest jobs 
on his hafids that he ever tackled 
to shape a team to meet Penn, Geor- 
Zia Tech, W. and J., Syracuse, Penn 
State and West Virginia and if he 
can come through with even a fair- 
ly successful team he will have ac- 
complished a real feat. The Panthers 
haven't lost a college game since 
the Cornellian took charge here 
four years ago.

EMORY PLANS BIE

‘Handsome New Athletic

the University in Druid

Emory University, Ga., September 
15.—(Special.) —Interclass athletics 
will become a big factor at Emory 
university this Year, with the re- 
moval of the college from Oxford, 


it means that tme entire student 
body will be on one campus, and in 
that way there will be.more mate- 
rial for the various class: teams. An 
enrollment of about 1,000 is expect- 
ed, and this will mean keener com- 
petition among the teams, as well 
as increased interest in the various 
sports.

Condition. 

Condition in a ball 
first thing to be considered. And 
condition in a ball player is to- 
tally unlike that of the boxer, row- 
er, football player or other athletes. 
The bali player must condition him- 
self to stand the wear and tear of 
Seven months of steady play, re- 
membering that the average player 
who is in every scheduled game is 
much better and more valuable to 
his club than the greatest star who 
is out af play frequently. 

The condition of the ball player 
is that of the men always fit for 
work and never overtrained. Over- 
training results in muscular ex- 
haustion and staleness and eventu- 
ally in nervous smash-up that will 
ruin the best of players. 

Careful living, regular hours, and 
regular eating is all the training 
necessary. The regular work and 
the morning practice and drills will 
keep the muscles, nerves and brain 
in condition. Regularity is the key- 
note of condition for a ball plaver. 
The first essential is a good night’s 
sleep. The temptation to sleep in 
the morning because the work 
makes such sleeping possible is one 
of the worst in professional ball. 

The ball player who hopes to 
succeed or become a star should get 
tp bed by 11 o’clock at night and 
arise at 8 or before that. Night 
sleep is the best and large amounts 
of sleep are necessary for players 
who hope to escape nerve break- 
downs toward the end of a 
season. The strain of traveling, of 
living in the midst of 
period will damage any nervous 
rather long hours of 
good ball players are wrecked by 
nerves than by any other agency. 

In eating there is no set diet. A 
ball player ordinarily can eat and 
digest almost any food, although 
the majority of great players prefer 
rather simple dishes in quantity to 
varied diet. The player should have 
his breakfast by 9 o’clock in the 
morning and eat heartily, particu- 


ted entirely by many players, but 
some take a plate of soup, with 
crackers, a dish of ice cream and a 
small portion of fish for luncheon. 
A heavy meal before a game tends 
to make players slow of movement 
and slow of thimking. After a 
game it is best to wait an hour 
or more after the shower and the 
cooling off, and then eat heartily. 
I have observed that the majority 
of players eat steaks, chops and 
potatoes at dinner and few care for 
pastry, but eat puddings and 
strengthening foods from choice af- 
ter their exhausting labors. 

The first sign of nervous strain, 
eccording to one manager, is a 
disinclination to eat heartily for 
hours after a game and a conse- 
quent hunger toward bed time 
which leads to late lunches, which 
always are bad, as the result in 
disturbing sleep.

The Older Man’s Placed

In Great Scotch Game 


For:a number of years, or in fact 
ever since golf became a popular 
pastime in this country, it has been 
known as an old man’s game. This 
was because it was taken up in the 
beginning by older men and the first 
naturally to become proficient at 
the sport were those beyond thirty 
who had tired of tennis and no 
longer considered baseball as prac- 

cal.. 

- Many now who wish to make fun 
of the sport refer to it as “an old 
man’s game,” but in reality instead 
of doing the game harm they are 
giving it its greatest boast. What 
a grand thing it is to have a game 
that the man beyond sixty can en- 
joy with as much pleasure as the 
_“wouth of twenty. 

There are a great many who play 
golf day in and day out, week after 
week during the summer months 
in the north and then seek. the 
warm climate of the south to con- 
tinue their favorite pastime in the 
winter. Most of these come from 
a class who take little or no in- 


terest in tournaments and are con-. 


tent to play round after round in 
the same foursome perfectly oblivi- 
ous of the fact that any one else 
is on the course. 

Shouldn't Criticize. 


They are not to be criticized for 
enjoying the game as they wish. 
Such enthusiasts are the very back- 
bone of golf and they are in the 
main its chief support. They are 
responsible for the very fine links 
and the magnificent clubhouses. 
Without them golf would be im- 
possible or confined entirely to a 
few public links or ordinary courses, 
They make it possible for the youth 
of the country to indulge in the 
pastime. 

Years ago the middle aged man 
or the man well past the time of 
“life where he cared to take an ac- 
tive interest in business affairs, had 
little to do. The automobile and 
the golf club had not become a part 
of his daily existence. There was 
no branch of sport that he eould 
indulge in and he must be content 
to watch others or resort to the 
rocking chair and settle down to 
old age. Today the man of sixty 
isa young man and it has all come 
about by golf. Many a rosy-cheeked 
veteran looking the picture of 
health, is keeping step with his son 
or grandson on the links and quite 
a few of them, too, are able to 
match shot for shot, with them. 

About this time of the year there

Another Weakness of the older 
Player is his lack of interest in 
improvement. He seldom consults 
a professional. Unconsciously he is 
slipping back but he fails to real- 
ize it. A suggestion here and thers 
would be of the greatest benefit to 
him but he no longer bothers to 
ask advice. No man can become so 
old at the game that he has nothing 
left to learn. 

I have taught many men to play 
golf who were past fifty and the 
one thing that I urge them to do 
is to relax. The older golfer is 
inclined to stiffen up in making his 
shots. The elasticity of youth is 
a wonderful thing because it re- 
quires no learning or acquiring. No 
golfer will lose much if he can 
hold on to this through his golfing 
years, but business cares and other 
troubles are not going to help one 
keep the care-free spirit of the boy. 
Every old man must relax if he is 
to get anywhere in golf. 

Certainly no class of players en- 
joy the game more than the seniors 
who play at Apawamis. Here are 
men from every walk of life. The 
doctor, the lawyer, the statesman, 
the retired business man and others 
all of whom have made names for 
themselves in thefr chosen lines. 

A justice of the supreme court 
is an enthusiastic player; an ex- 
president belongs to the associa- 
tion; another reputed to be the rich- 
est man in the country is also a 
member. Surely the spectacle of 
such men bound together in a com- 
petition attracts more.than passing 
comment. Golf has accomplished 
this where no other sport could

REVIVAL IS SHOWN 


IN LUMBER: EXPORT 


Trade Journal Figures 
Show Greater Degree of 
Activity, With Only 
Moderate Increase in 
Totals. 


New Orleans, September 15.—The 
annual‘ compilation of statistics of 
export forest products by The Lum- 
ber Trade Journal for the year end- 
ing June 30, 1919, and made pub- 
lic tonight indicated a substantial 
degree of revival in the export lum- 
ber trade, although the increase in 
totals over the preceding fiscal year 
was only moderate. 

Decreases occurred on the face of 
the totals, particularly in _ pitch 
pine, which was reduced from 346, 
to 300 million feet, while the total 
of all pine, white, pitch, short lead 
and other yellow pine, decreased 
from 472 to 433 million feet. De- 
creases also occurred in cypress, fir 
and spruce, while increases in gum, 
oak, poplar, redwood and miscel- 
laneous brought the total of lum- 
ber proper up to 1,068, million com- 
pared to 1,078 million the year be- 
fore. 

The explanation was made that 
the period covered includes the lat- 
ter half of 1918, under war condi- 
tions which was marked by pratti- 
cally the low level of lumber ex- 


ports. The real trend of develop- 
ments, it was said, indicated by a 
comparison given of the shipments 
for the first half of 1919 with those 
of the latter half of 1918. 


Pitch Pine Increase. 


Those figures show that pitch 
pine increased from 122,000,000 to 
178,000,000 feet, all pine from 191,- 
000,000, to 243,000,000, total lumber 
from 490,000,000 to 590,000,000. From 
New Orleans shipment of pitch pine 
lumber rose from 17,473,000, to 26,- 
915,000, pitch pine timber from 222- 
000 to 10,490,000 feet; oak lumber 
from 1,007,000 to 7,698,000 feet; gum 
lumber from 1,201,000 to 10,225,000 
feet, and total lumber not includ- 
ing timber, from 31,834,000 to 49,- 
202,000 feet. 

From the Mobile district ship- 
ments of pitch pine lumber tin- 
creased from 27,084,000 to 50,583,- 
000 feet: total lumber 33,095,000 to 
58,428,000 feet, and pitch pine lum- 
ber from 14.867,000 to 20,100,000. 

From the Florida district exports 
of pitch pine increased from 54,- 
725,000 to 65,190,000 feet; total lum- 
ber from 60,022,000 to 75,665,000, and 
pitch pine timber from 3,096,00 to 
7,453,000 feet. 


Districts Show Decrease. 


The Galveston and Sabine dis- 
trict, on the other hand, showed 
decreases, lumber shipments from 
the former dropping from 24,255,- 
000 to 20,254,000 feet, while ‘the 
Sabine district showed a decrease 
in timber from 2,356,000 to 210,000 
feet, although lumber §tnereased 
from 17,272,000 to 24,186,000. 

Increases also appeared from the 
Maryland, Virginia and Georgia dis- 
tricts. 

In an accompanying compilation 
of naval stores exports at substan- 
tial gains is shown !n shipments 
of turpentine and a falling off in 
those of rosin. A diversion of the 
movement to the gulf ports from 
those of the North Atlantic through 
which the movement largely gravi- 
tated prior to the war is shown. 
Rosin exports were 881,777 barrels, 
against 1,070,929 last year, and tur- 
pentine 8,063,578 gallons, as com- 
pared with 5,095,124 last year.

Al- 
though it is an actual fact that 
many slow up as they grow older 
and no longer possess the elastieity 
of youth, they are able to keep 
game intact to 
make it fairly interesting for young- 
er opponents. Great distance 
gained from the tee by the young 
man is no longer possible for the 
veteran but he has by years of ex- 
perience learned that a long drive 
is not always essential and he is 
able to scofe well by paying more 
attention to the short game and 
taking advantage of safer routes to 
the green. He finds it quite easy 
to get on a two-shot green in three 
and have left, oftentimes, a putt 
for a par. The up-to-date courses 
are made in this manner and the 
veteran or the short player finds 
a path-to the hole just as safe as 
that taken. by the longest driver 
or iron player. T'; 

Even the most difficult cham- 
pionship course can be made quite 
easy for the old man who has lost 
his punch or never acquired one. 
‘Traps that worry the champion on 
his second shot are safely carried 
by the short player on his third. 
By this method the weaker golfer 
is able to get around without find- 
,ing many of the pitfalls that the 
stronger player encounters. His 
game is thereby made a pleasure 
ar.Ga delight and there is no longer 
ang Kick from the older men of the 
eslub about the courge being too 
stiff. 

There are few men past fifty now 
who are able to give the best of 
the youth of the country any great 
battle on the links. John Ball of 
England still plays a _ creditable 
game at sixty but there are few if 
any like him. He won his first 
championship at seventeen and for 
more than forty years has played 
high class golf. It proves that golf 
when learned in youth can still 
be maintained in age. It is an old 
saying that a style acquired early 
is seldom lost through the years 
although much of the ruggedness 
and force is not as apparent as in 
the young days. Walter J. Travis 
was an example of a man learning 
his golf in late life and being able 
to win championships when well 
along in middle age. 

It was quite a notable achieve- 
ment for W. C. Fownes, Jr., to be 
among the semi-finalists at Oak- 
mont. Here was the case of a man

Paris, September 15.—(By the As- 


sociated Press.)—Premiers Lloyd- 
George and Clemenceau had a sat- 
isfactory conference today on the 
subject of Syria. A temporary ar- 
rangement was reached for the reg- 
ulation of the situation and was ap- 
proved by the suprme council.
